A lengthy debate between several 
residents of Kirkpatrick Homes and

During the 
discussion, most aldermen said they 
feel speed bumps would slow traffic in 
the compact housing units, but were 
concerned by a legal opinion from City 
Attorney John Papa that the city would 
be liable for any injuries caused by 
motorists or bicyclists hitting the speed 
bump:

Fatal crash 
at crossing 


Mark E. Stewart, 25, of Fenton, Mo., 
was killed at 7:55 last night when the 
pickup truck he was driving east on 
Edwardsville Road collided with a 
slow-moving Terminal Railroad engine 
at the 14th Street railroad crossing. 

A Granite City man in another 
vehicle narrowly missed being a second 
victim, it was learned. Mr. Stewart was 
trapped inside his 1964 Chevrolet 
pickup, which was entangled with the 
engine. 

Granite City Fire Department’s 
rescue workers and firefighters, under 
the supervision of Shift Commander 
Leonard Wilson, worked one hour and 
27 minutes to free Mr. Stewart from the 
wreckage. Also called to the scene were 
a physician and nurse from St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center. 

Mr. Stewart was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Engineer Delmar E. Cook of St. Louis 
said his crew had been switching cars 
and the train was headed north on the 
first set of tracks on the south side of 
Edwardsville Road, pulling five tank 
cars at the time of the collision. 

The engineer estimated the speed of 
the train as three to four miles per hour.” 
He said he did not see Mr. Stewart’s 
vehicle, but felt the impact and he 
brought the train to a stop within a few 
feet. Cook reported the lights at the 
crossing were flashing. 

Fireman Martin Steele of Belleville 
said he saw an orange colored car 
approach the crossing from the south 
and swerve around the front of the

cities can be held responsible for street 
obstructions. ‘Yes, in my opinion, 
these would be obstructions in the 
streets,” Papa told the council. 

In August, the council voted against 
speed bumps for Kirkpatrick Homes, 
but instructed Papa and City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer to try and design a 
systém to slow traffic safely in the 
housing project. 

Brewer said he worked with Papa 
and with Douglas in trying to design 
relatively safe speed bumps. Papa was 
preparing an ordinance based upon 
Brewer’s recommendations, but 
Douglas, who is an attorney, drafted his 
own ordinance and brought it directly 
to the council. 


After the ordinance was read, Papa 
said he could not give an opinion on the 
ordinance. ‘I haven't even seen it,” he 
stated 

Douglas’ ordinance proposed in- 
stalling an undetermined number of 
three-inch high speed bumps at 
locations to be determined by the street 
superintendent and the city engineer. 
‘The bumps would be sloped and painted 
reflective paint. Warning signs 
would be posted at all entrances to 
Kirkpatrick Homes, notifying motorists 
that speed bumps had been installed, 
according to Douglas. 

“We have a unique situation in Kirk- 
patrick Homes. There are children, 
small yards, about 500 families in a 
small area. We have got to measure the 
risk to the people, children and se! 
citizens. I think it is worth the liability 
risk,” he contended. 

Gerald Gibson, 4203 Kirkpatrick 
Homes, was allowed to speak on behalf 
of the residents and he told of speeding 
cars, reckless driving and high speed 
motorcycles in the housing project 
nightly. 

He and other residents told of parked 
vehicles and persons being struck by 
cars and of small children narrowly 
avoiding being struck. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of the 
Second Ward said he is sympathetic to 
the problems of the Kirkpatritk Homes 
residents, but said the liabilities of the 
city must be considered carefully. 

Whitmer recalled one injury case in 
which the city had to pay. $120,000 in 
damages. Ina pending case, $100,000 is 
being sought, he said. A young boy 
riding a motorbike was hurt when he hit 
a pipe and the city had to settle for 
about $800 in damages, he added. 

“We have liabilities all over town and 
we're getting sued for them. Now we're 
petting in a liability on our own?

What's one life worth? A lot more than 
$100,000. At the present time, this is the 
best solution. When a better one is 
found, then we'll take out the speed 
bumps. This is the cheapest,’ most 
economical measure of stopping the 
speeding. It’s a stop-gap measure, at 
least.” 

Alderman Roy Poulos repeated - his 
frequently expressed opinion that the 
housing authority should attempt to 
find some way to pay 24-hour-per-day 
guards in the housing project, which 
would reduce many of the problems. 

The residents said that David 
Morgan, chairman of the city’s housing 
authority, has applied for grants for 
guards, but has been turned down. 

Alderman Mike Modrusic jof the 
Seventh Ward said he is opposed to 
speed bumps on city streets or alleys.

A murder charge was filed here 
Monday afternoon against George L. 
Doggett Jr., 24, of 1327 St. Clair Ave., 
Collinsville, on an authorization by 
Madison County State’s Attorney 
Nicholas Byron. 

Doggett is charged with fatally in- 
juring an 8-month-old girl, Brandy 
Marie Fickinger, on Friday evening, 
Oct. 17, at her home, 2614 W. 20th St. He 
was described ‘as the boyfriend, of the 
infant’s mother, Mrs. Lucille 
Fickinger, 23.

David C, Scott, chairman, 
chief executive officer and 
president of Allis-Chalmer 
said that final approval f 
the, go-head has been given 
by the steering committee 
representing — Allis-Chalm- 
ers, the state of Hine ind 12 
Utilities that have pledged 
their suppért to the program 
over the next five years 
* Chalmers increased 
its financial support of the 
project from million to 
about $80 million,’ Scott 
said. “This completes the 
project funding 
requirements and permits 
construction to begin.” 

Other funds for the’ project 
are being made available by 
the state of Illinois, which 
has confirmed an $18 million 
grant, electric utilities and 
other interested parties. The 
$135 million projected plant 
cost includes the first two 
years of operation, 

The KILnGAS system is 
designed to produce clean 
low-BTU (British Thermal 
Units) gas from high sulfur 
coal. The gas can be used as 
fuel for electric power 
generation and large in- - 

ial plants. Anticipating 
successful operation of the 
Wood River plant in 1983, 
Allis-Chalmers expects to 
id large scale KILnGAS 
systems capable of 
processing 4,000 to 5,000 tons 
of coal per day into clean fuel 
for electric power 
generating plants. 

The Wood River 
gasification plant is designed 
to process 600 tons of high’ 
sulfur Illinois coal per day 
and to produce fuel serving 
an existing 50-megawatt

It’s almost Halloween, and 
‘little ‘trick or treaters" all 
over the state are excitedly 
preparing for the big night. 
"No matter how you 
celebrate the holiday, it 
‘should be a ‘‘fun-time.”’ 
‘ Unfortunately, it seems 
that the day after Holloween, 
‘we hear of at least one tragic 
incident that took place 
while someone was happily 
“celebrating. And usually 
these tragedies involve 
small children. 

In order to help you avoid 
‘Halloween tragedies, the 
‘Illinois Department of Public 
Health has compiled some 
“do's? and -‘‘don’ts’’ to 
protect the young “trick or 
treaters."’ 

First costumes 
Whether they are bought or 
homemade, be sure they are 
fire resistant. 
= Look for. ‘‘flameproof"’ 
labels when you purchase 
gostumes, masks, beards or 
wigs. 

“Avoid costumes made of 
flimsy materials and outfits 
with big, baggy sleeves or 
billowing skirts. 

It’s very easy for a child to 
brush against a candle or 
Other flame and set fire to 
the big sleeve or billowing 
skirt. 

Also, costumes should be 
short enough so children 
won't trip on them, and light 
and _ brig! enough to be 
clearly visible to motorists 
on dimly lighted streets. 

: Children can 
flashlights. Or you can s 
reflective tape on their 
costumes. 

Be sure that their masks 
and other disguises do not 
restrict their vision or 
breathing; and remember 
that plastic bags over faces 
can cause suffocation. 

The safest mask is: a 
natural one made of 
@osmetics or charcoal ap- 
Plied directly to the skin. 
ZAnother precaution you 
.Gan take is ‘to be sure that 
eandle-lighted jack-o-lan- 
terns are not set on doorsteps 
‘dr| other places where 
wae may brush against 

mM. 


Do ‘not let your children 
darry candles or any- other 
n flame, even inside a 
pumpkin. And do not place it 
on flammable furnishings 


A responsible older person 
should accompany young 
trick or treaters, and keep 
them constantly in sight. 

Before your children go 
out. on Halloween, caution 
them against running across 
lawns or back yards where 
they might trip or fall in the 
darkness. 

Caution them against 
dashing into the streets from 
between’ parked cars, and 
against eating the treats 
they collect until the candy, 
apples and other ‘‘goodies”’ 
have been carefully 
examined. by an adult. In 
recent years, hazardous 
substances have been found 
in treats distributed by real- 
life “ghoul: 

Finally, if you are driving 
your car on Halloween, take 
special care to watch out for 
the young ghosts and 
goblins. They may be too 
busy and too excited to 
watch out for you. 

The state health depart- 
ment feels that, if you ob- 
serve all these precautions, 
your children’s Halloween 

and yours... will be an 
evening of fun and not end in 
tragedy,

‘Craft displays 
and workshops

Crafts and workshops of 
all varieties designed for 
various ability levels are 
available at the SIUE Craft 
Shop, accordi:; to Ed Carty, 
director of the shop. 

‘The Craft Shop is open to 
the general public and 
university students, faculty 
and staff, Because of its 
limited space, the shop is in 
the process of expanding its 
workspace to accommodate 
the high demand for crafts. 

Besides retaining its space 
on the University Center’s 
first floor, the Craft Shop will 
soon begin using the patio 
area near the cafeteria: for 
displays, demonstrations. 
and workdshops. 

“This grea will have .a 
lisplay, demonstration, and 
gallery type of atmosphere,"’ 
Carty said. “We will also 
have a higher visibility level : 
by being located near' the 

eafeteria.” 

An attempt is made to 
reach all audiences by 
having guest crafts people, 
offering miscellaneous ser- 
vices, and holding various 

workshops and two craft 
fairs throughout the year. 
-'The noncredit workshops 
are offered each quarter 
with the beginner in mind 
Courses ranging from 
stained glass and 
photography to macrame 
and ceramics are available. 

“We're essentially willing 
to teach anything as long as 
there are enough interested 
students and a teacher is 
available,” said Carty. ‘We 
would like to give persons 
the opportunity to learn 
basic techniques through 
these workshops, and hope 
they will pursue it as far as 
they would like to.”” . 

Costs for the workshops 
depend on the materials 
used, but generally range 
between $17 and $27 for six 
two-hour classes. “‘The times 
for the classes vary,” said 
Carty, “but we do schedule a 

* Jot of workshops at night so 
community members can 
come in after work.” 

In “addition to these 
workshops, a new program 
‘will begin in November to 
coordinate ‘‘the necessity of’ 
eating lunch with the luxury 
Of learning a new skill.” 
€arty said mini-workshops 
will i offered at a minimal 
registration fee, dependent 
‘on the nature of the course, 


covering materials, in- _ 


struction, and a boxed, 
luncheon. 

Courses such as tie dying, 
¢ake decorating, and candle 
making will be offered. 
“People will be able to walk 
in and, by the end of one or 


two heurs, walk out with a 
completed project and a 
boxed luncheon,” he said 

The Craft Shop 
sponsors Christmas and 
spring craft fairs. The 
Christmas fair will be held 
Dec. 24 and will involve 
more than 40 professional 
craftspeople selling and 
demonstrating how to make 
their crafts. 

The Craft,Shop also offers 
laminating, T-shirt im- 
printing, and button-making 
services, and has the only 
darkroom on campus that is 
available to any university 
or community member. 
‘The shop is ‘partially 
supported by student fees, 
and Carty hopes it will soon 
be self-sufficient. “I fully 
anticipate that by the end of 
this year we will break 
even,” he commented. 

Other than Carty, and the 
various instructors who 
teach the workshops, there 
are three student workers 
who comprise the staff. 
Darleen Gutgsell of 
O'Fallon, Brenda Ratlift of 
Madison (and _ Debbie 
Englestorfer of Edwards- 
ville help with maintenance 
and activities.

, The Citizens for a Quality 
Judiciary responded to suit 
filed by Edward Nalefski 
Friday against Circuit Judge 
Victor J. Mosele. Paul E. 
Riley is chairman of the 
group and John J. Rekowski 
is 'secretary-treasurer. 
“‘Nalefski is office 
manager .for Morris 
Chapman, 4 Granite City 
area personal injury lawyer 
Who has been publishing a 
quarterly review of trial and 
appellate decisions and 
judges,” Riley alleged 
“Chapman is opposed to 
the retention of Judge 
Mosele| and is spending 
money to secure his defeat. 
Chapman has had members 
of his staff for several weeks 
examining court records. 
“One claimed to be a 
student, and another a 
tesearctier,” Riley alleged. 
‘he records are kept by 
Willard V. Portell, clerk of 
the circuit court, who is the 
sole official entrusted to 
keep the court records. No 
one else, including the 
judges, can give or deny 
access to the records. 
Chapman and Nalefski, a 
former deputy circuit clerk, 
are familiar with this fact 
“The people who are 
teferred to as agents of 
Judge Mosele are employees 
of the circuit clerk and 
sheriff, over whom the judge 
has no control 
“State’s Attorney Byron 
maintains that records of 
criminal cases are public 
records except for police 


* “excessive probation’ 


reports and pre-sentence 
reports which have a con- 
fidential status and must be 
removed before public in- 
spection of the files. 

“Constructive criticism of 
elected officials is health, but 
such a suit is far from fair 
play. 

“Undoubtedly, the next 
ploy will be the quoting of 
statistics out of context to 
make Judge Mosele appear 
soft on crime The Judge’s 
complete record clearly 
demonstrates that nothing 
could be farther from the 
truth.” 

Chapman this week said a 
group known as the Com- 
mittee for an Improved 
Judiciary is concerned about 
and 
“turning too many people 
loose.” As a civil case at- 
torney, Chapman doesn not 
practice before Mosele, but 
concedes that “I don’t like 
him.” 

The suit calls for Mosele to 
make available court 
records without 
“harassment, delay or 
alteration." It lists specific 
allegations of intervention 
by Mosele to thwart com- 
mittee clerks’ quest for 
records. 

Mosele alleged 
misrepresentation by some 
who sought to check records, 
and said the study of records 
was being made for political 
reasons.

If changes are not made in 
the district’s maintenance 
approach, we will be con- 
fronted with many of the 
same building problems we 
now face, long before the 10 
years required to repay the 
bonds have elapsed. 

This district lacks a 
comprehensive _ preventive 
maintenance program. it 
shows a lack of concern for 
future planning to finance 
recurring, high-cost repairs. 
And it continues to award 
contracts to companies that 
have not performed 
satisfactory work in the past. 

Repairs are definitely 
needed in many of the 
schools in the district. 

Many of our buildings 
require extensive repairs 
now, because they were 
neglected in the past. 

If proper maintenance had 
been initiated when the 
problems first appeared, the 


repair costs would have been 
“affordable."" Every home- 
owner realizes that you must 
make repairs immediately 
upon detecting the need, or 
the damage and the repair 
costs escalate. 

Many major repairs and 
improvements have recently 
been accomplished, using 
monies from the sale of 
McKinley School and 
terest funds from the last 
building bonds. 

Most repairs remaining to 
be done are minor when 
looked at individually, and 
the renovations slated are 
either ‘cosmetic’ or life- 
safety improvements.

House reduction threatens chaos 


To the Editor: 

In the November election, 

Illinois voters will decide 
whether or not to restructure 
the Illinois House of 
Representatives. The 
proposal to change the 
Constitution would: 
9 1. Eliminate present three- 
member House districts, and 
reduce the size of the House 
from 177 members to 118 
members. 

2. Require that each of the 
House members be elected 
from a single district. 

3. Eliminate the present 
system of cumulative voting. 

The proposal is com- 
mended by its supporters as 
a way of making Illinois 
government less expensive, 
and as a means to reduce the 
power of political leaders. 

While even the supporters 
of this proposal do not have 
any solid ‘reasons for 
believing these objectives 
would be accomplished, 
there is danger that many 
people will vote for the 
proposal .for essentially 
negative reasons, such as 
frustration with troublesome 
economic and social 
problems, the feeling that 
taxes are too high, and as a 
means to protest against 
government and politicians 
in general 

Others believe, ‘‘What 
difference can it make 
whether there are 177 or 118 
members elected’ every two 
years?” 

Th proposed reduction in 
the number of represen- 
tatives would: 

i it the number of 
people with real political 
power and thereby limit 
further the average citizen's 
ability to influence govern- 
ment 

2. Reduce the number of 
people to be controlled or 
manipulated by party 
leaders and other powerful 
individuals and groups. 

3. Reduce the amount of 
representation and, 
therefore, the number of 
differing views. 

4. Begin a dangerous 
process of reducing the 
number of elected 
representatives on the false 
premise that government 
will be made more 
economical and more ef- 
ficient. 

The creation of single- 
member districts and 
elimination of cumulative 
voting would: 

1. Reduce the power of the 
individual voter, who now 
has three votes that can be 
cast all for one candidate, or 
divided among two or three 
candidates. 

This unique feature of the 
present system makes it 
much easier for 
“newcomers” to politics to 
be elected to the House. 


Virtually every member of 
the House knows that’ he or 
she cannot be complacent, 
but must keep in close touch 
with voters or risk being 
unseated by an able can- 
didate who is willnng to work 
hard enough. 

2. Allow one party or the 
other to dominate many 
districts in the state, leaving 
people with minority views 
in these districts 
unrepresented. 

3. Eliminate many lof the 
most able and independent 
members currently serving 
in the House. Such people 
would often find it im- 
possible to run for reelection 
against candidates who 
enjoy support from party 
leaders. 

Supporters of the proposed 
change claim it would 
reduce the cost of govern- 
ment because it would 
eliminate ‘salaries and ex- 
penses for 59 House /|mem- 
bers, about $3 million| 

But they fail ta explain 
that such a figure js not 
really of much consequence 
when related to the $12 
billion budget for | state 
government. which) ‘the 
representatives develop and 
approve on behalf of all of 
the people of the state. 

The change might! save 
each taxpayer a few pennies 
at the expense of te lost 
representation. 

If reduction of the number 
of House members| and 
elimination of cumulative 
voting would reduce the 
power of party eaters, 
“Why,” we ask, “is the 
Illinois Senate — where the 
59 members are elected from 
single-member distric! 
less democratic in operation, 
much more tightly |con- 
trolled by party leaders, arid 
much more tightly bound by 
rules to limit debate on 
issues?” cif 

In fact, we aré told by 
supporters of the proposal 
that the number of House 
members should be reduced 
because too many bills are 
introduced each year. 

But if one’s aim is to|have 
government as demo¢ratic 
as possible, how can one, at 
the same time, wish to/limit 
the number of different 
points of view on issues of 
importance to the ple? 

By definition, after, all, 
that is what an individual 
legislative bill is — a point of 
view or position on an issue 
or subject which is proposed 
to be acted upon by, the 
legislature.

One who believes, in 
democratic processes could 
not believe it is desirable to 
limit arbitrarily the points of 
view or positions that may be 
presented in debate on issues 
under consideration in the 
legislature. 

On the contrary, while the 
present system does tend to 
nurture independent thought 
and action by individual 
House members — and while 
it does seem to encourage 
the presentation of a lot of 
legislative bills, many on the 
same subjects — the system 
does not allow too much 
debate or too much con- 
sideration of differing points 
of view. 

One important final reason, 
why this proposition should: 
be rejected is that it is likely 
to cause chaos in Illinois: 
government long after its 
adoption. | 

‘This is true because, under 
the constitution, —_ the 
legislature itself has the duty 
to reapportion the state after 
each census ipto districts 
with as nearly ag possible the 
same number of voters. 

The new General 
Assembly which takes office 
in’ January will undertake 
this task baséd upon ‘the 
results of the 1980 census. 

Even in normal times, this 
is difficult, since any change 
in district boundaries can 
and often does affect the 
political character of a 
district and the destinies of 
the legislators and other 
people who currently hold 
political power in the 
district. 

If the proposed change is 
adopted, not more than two- 
thirds of the representatives 
who participate| in drawing 
lines for the new districts 
can hope to be elected in the 
new districts. + 

How the lines are drawn in 
a great many districts will 
determine whether the 
House member elected is ‘a’ 
Democrat or Republican. 

To be brief about it, those 
who remember previous 
efforts to reapportion the 
legislative districts cannot ' 
believe the task would be 
accomplished | by the 
legislature in) such con- 
ditions. 

In those circumstances, 
the courts would quite likely 
draw the new district lines, a 
task in which no court should.

All you ever wanted 
to know about jeans

Jeans have become a way 
of life for the teen set — as 
well as children and many 
adults. And fall is the 
traditional time for such 
‘rough-and-ready garments 
to be featured at bargain 
prices by many stores. 

While denim jeans are still 
popular, many manufac- 
turers are making jean-cut 
slacks in a variety of other 
fabrics, including corduroys, 
chambry-like materials, 
knits and stretch wovens. 

Firmly woven and durable 
fabrics are the best choice 
for long-wearing jeans. 
Those made of loosely woven 
and knot fabrics may be 
easily snagged. 

The price of jeans varies a 
great deal — and often not 
because of the fabric used 
but the way the jeans are cut 
and sewn, or the designer 
name on the back pocket. 

The wear and/fit of more 
expensive jeang may be no 
better than those available 
for ‘half the price. 

If you're looking at jeans 
that cost quite a bit less than 
most, though, be careful 
They may be skimpily cut 
and poorly stitched, and 
you'll soon be out shopping 
for another pair. 

Shoppers should check for 
three signs of good ‘con- 
struction no matter what 
price range of jeans they’re 
considering: 

—Double rows 
stiches on seams, 
pockets. 

A heavy-duty zipper. 

—Bar tacks or metal rivets 
at points of strain, such as 
pocket corners, the bottom of 
the fly opening, and at the 
top and bottom of belt loops. 

Although some girls prefer 
the cut of boys’ jeans, girls’ 
wraist-hip proportions differ 
from boys’. 

Girls should be sure they 
try on any male-cut jeans 
before buying them, or they 
may end up augmenting 
th brother's rather than 
their own wardrobes.

best way to care for your

Remember that some 
denim jeans are designed to 
fade, so you'll want to keep 
that in mind. when laun- 
dering them. Others are 
guaranteed not to fade. 

Although there are no 
labeling requirements 
concerning fading, tags my 
indicate what you can ex- 
pect. 

Denim jeans labeled ‘dyed 
with indigo’ often will fade, 
while those that contain 
synthetic fibers are less apt 
to do so because of the dyes 
used with them. 

One hundred percent 
cotton denim jeans may be 
softer than others but they 
also may shrink more. 

Be sure to check the label 
for shrinkage information. 
You may have to buy jeans a 
size or two larger than you 
usually wear for shrinkage. 

Jeans that are labeled 
“pre-washed” usually don’t 
shrink much, and those that 
are ‘‘Sanforized” feel soft 
and pliable and are 
guaranteed not to shrink 
more than one percent when 
properly laundered.
